Prisoners Sentenced—John Cromer 


Sent to Penitentiary for 


Four Years. 


Six trials of criminal cases brought 


the August Criminal Court to a close 
ou Thursday evening. Twenty-three 
cases had been acted ou by the Grand 
Jury, nineteen of which had been re- 
ported in last issue and of the total 
twenty-two true bills were found and 
one bill ignored upon the advice of 
District Attorney John D. Keith. 
A 


unumber of the cases were uol pressed 
upon motion of the District Attorney. 
Iu a number the defendants plead 
guilty, several were continued and 
thus the long list of criminal cases was 
disposed of. 


The six trials began with that of 


Coin. vs. John Cromer, who after hear- 
ing the evidence the Commonwealth 
had against him for entering dwelling 
house of Daniel Einiet aud committing 
larceny changed his plea from not 
guilty to guilty. 


The second trial Com. vs. Otis Frey. 


asmravated assault and battery on in- 
formation of A. W. Chrouister, also 
charged with carrying concealed weap- 
ons, a razor, was on trial when we 
went to press last week. The charge 
grew out of a fight iu York Springs in 
which Johu Barleycorn had an impor- 
tant part. The jury found the defen- 


pany, was in Gettysburg but u 
time during one day of the encamp- 
ment and that he wa.- ii"t actively 
managing any part of the business 
during the week. The Commonwealth 
contended strenuously that Mr. Hos>- 
tetter, as President of the Company, 
was in charge of the business, H<; a cap- 
tain of a company, that he gave the or- 
ders that others carried out, that he 
said to those under him go and they 
went aud to sell aud they sold and that 
any sale by any employee was a sale 
by the President, the managing officer 
of the Company. The Court ruled that 
unless there was testimony connecting 
Mr. Hostetter with the direct manage- 
ment of the sales of milk that he could 
not be convicted. 


The fight then centered around Mr. 


Eekart. the defense contending that 
the sale was the act of the Hanover 
Produce Company and not of the Sec- 
retary and to hold the Secretaay it 
must be shown that he made the sale 
individual!}' or knew of the sale. The 
Commonwealth took the same position 
as to the Secretary that they had as 
to the President, with the additional 
argument that he was on the 
directing the business and whether he 
knew of any particular sale or not he 
was responsible. The Court took the 
side of the Commonwealth ou this 
point.
